“The question of railway rebates and 
Standard control of railways was investi- 
gated by the United States Industrial 
Commission in 1900, and it reported no 
such facts. Members of the 
and of the railways were examined in re- 
lation .to these subjects. 
that prior to the enactment of the inter- 
State commerce law the rebate system 
Was universal, 

“Railroads made their nominal rates 
higher than they expected to obtain from 
regular shippers, and the amount of act- 
ual freight to be paid was a matter of 
contract. Each shipper made the best 
terms he could. The Standard did not 
invent this system; it found it existing 
and could not do business without sub- 
mitting to it. Like all other shippers, it 
made the best terms it was able to make 
with the railroads. 

“Its refineries were located at points 
where it could take advantage of rail- 
way competition. It also strove to give 
equivalents for reductions in freight. 
shipped not only carloads, but trainloads. 
It provided terminal and other facilities 
and assumed all risks of loss. Public 
opinion, more enlgihtened in these days 
than in those, may have discovered that 
this was all wrong; but at that time the 
business man who did not accept that 


method would better have closed his 
shop. 

“ The stories told of the immense aggre- 
gate of the rebates paid to the Standard 
were shown by that investigation to be 
untrue. A large portion of the rebates 
paid were not discriminatory. They were 
paid to all shippers who shipped exclu- 
sively by rail. It was impossible for any 
shipper to know with certainty what rates 
his competitors were paying.

“The Standard often found that its 
competitors had been paying less rates 
than it paid. Furthermore, the public 
obtained the advantage of the low rates 
received. A reduced price for refined oil 
kept pace with reduction in rates, whether 
this reduction was by way of rebates or 
otherwise.

Gov. J. S. Hogg made a speech, in which 
he warmly commended the President for 
his policy in the Panama Canal matter 
and the Northern Securities case.

matter, notwithstanding the policy of cer- 
tain Southern Senators. Mr. Roosevelt 
left his chair and warmly shook hands 
with him. 

The President's train left Dallas at 5:30 
o'clock this morning. The first stop was 
at Hillsboro, where the entire population 
turned out. The President spoke briefly 
and received a cordial welcome. 

When the train reached Waco cannon 
were fired and bands played patriotic airs. 
The area about the station and the rail- 
road yards was packed with humanity. A 
reception committee made its way to the 
President's carriage, and he was escorted 
to a stand in a city park near by. Thou- 
sands of tiny American flags were waved 
by men and women, and it was several 
minutes before the President could begin 
his address. A band played ‘“* Dixie,’’ and 
the President smiled and beat time to the 
music. After his speech so great was the 
crowd that Mr. Roosevelt returned ‘to his 
train with difficulty. As the train moved 
away he stood on the rear platform and 
waved his hands to the people. 

When the citizens of Temple learned 
thatthe train- would not stop at their 
city, a hurried call of the City Council 
was requested. The city fathers imme- 
diately passed an emergency ordinance 
requiring the train to stay at Temple 
station three minutes. When this news 
was telegraphed to the President he 
laughed heartily. He immediately issued 
instructions that the train stop at Tem- 

le. Nearly the total population of the 
ittle city was on hand, and the greeting 
accorded the Chief Executive was hearty. 

At Tayior, which was reached at 12:30, 
the train was switched from the tracks of 
the Missouri, Kansas and Texas Railroad 
to those of the niIternational and Great 
Northern Railroad, and the run to 
tin was begun. The capital city was 
reached at 2 o'clock.and President Roose- 
velt was met at the station by Gov. Lan- 
ham, Lieut. Gov. Neil, and a committee 
of thirty citizens and members of 
Texas Legislature. All members of the 
party were placed in carriages and driven 
to the State House, where President 
Roosevelt made two speeches-—one in the 
Hall of Representatives and the other on 
the lawn. 

‘*T wish to express my special gratitude 
at the escort given me by the National 
Guard of Texas,’’ he said in part. *‘ When 
I raised my regiment I tried to get all 
the Texans in it I could, I had about 
fifty, and I would willingly have had four 
times that number, I know the type of 
men Texas sends to war if the need 
arises. ; 

Touching upon the question of capital

‘*Most emphatically we cannot as good 
Americans bear hostility to any rich man 
as such any more than to any poor man 
as such. My experience has been that the 
man who talks loudly of his hostility to 
corporate wealth cannot be trusted to act 
quite the way he talks. It is a_ good 
thing to have moderation in State affairs, 
but to make your deeds bear out abso- 
lutely your words.

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_the ef * said Mr. Edwards, 


SMALL CONSUMER DEAR 


He Pays More Than 125 Per Cent. 
Profit, Testify Edison Officials. 


CONSOLIDATED’S DIVIDENDS 


Counsel Says Gas Company Goes Deep- 
ly Into Surplus Each Year to 
Pay Stockholders. 


Charles E, Hughes, senior counsel for 
the Gas Investigation Committee, at yes- 
terday’s* session began examining into 
the profits of the New York Edison Com- 
pany, which has the electric lighting 
monopoly in this city, and brought out 
testimony which showed that the small 
consumer pays more than 125 per cent. 
above cost for electric current. 

The figures which serve as basis for 
this estimate were furnished by officials 
of the New York Edison Company. 


Henry M. Edwards, Auditor of the com- 


pany, testified that the company’s rates 
were from 15 cents per kilowatt hour 
dewnward, in proportion te the amount 
of current used He explained that the 
term kilowatt hour signified an amount 
of current sufficient to supply twenty of 
the ordinary incandescent lights for one 
hour. Under this system the average 
apartment dweller and small storekeeper 
who use elictricity for lighting purposes 
always pay the higher rate. 

Before giving the cost of generating and 
distributing the electric current in the 
Boroughs of Manhattan and the Bronx 
and in Yonkers, Mr. Edwards explained 
that about 30 per cent. is lost in trans- 
mission through leakage or conversion 
and that the company therefore had to 
meke its calculations on the dual basis of 
cost at the generating plant and at the 
consumer’s meter. He also told the com- 
mittee thdt in the cost values given in 
the records no allowance had been made 


“for depreciation or for losses from bad 


bills and kindred items.

| Submitting a new and elaborate plan 
for subways in Brooklyn to the Rapid 
| Transit Commission, the Brooklyn Rapid 
| Transit entered the field of competition 
yesterday. The Committee on Plans and 

Contracts had already made its elaborate 
report on subway routes, but the Brook- 

lyn Rapid Transit wants it to amend the 
report so as to include the changes now 
| suggested. If the committee does this its 
present Brooklyn plan, and part of its 
Manhattan plan, will be materially al- 
tered, 

The plans of the Brooklyn Rapid Tran- 
| sit are contained in a letter from Presi- 
| dent Winter of that company. The letter 
does not say that the company will bid 
on the subways, but President Winter 
said last night that it was the company’s 
intention to bid on them. 

Fresident Winter submitted to the com- 
mission a map showing all the proposed 
lines and the changes from the original 
plan. He thinks that the lines so far 
laid down for Brooklyn travel in Man- 
hattan are not adequate and that under- 
the-river tunnels should extend as far 
} north Fourteenth Street. He also 
| plans Lafayette Avenue tunnel as a 
substitute for the line under Gates Ave- 
|nue, in Brooklyn. His letter, which 
addressed to President Orr of the board, 
is as follows: 

‘After careful study of routes cutlined 
by your Committee on Plans, the Brook- 
ilyn Rapid Transit Company believed that 
|certain alterations and additions to the 
plans so far laid down should be incor- 
|} porated by your honorable commission, in 
order to better meet requirements of the 
|transit situation of the Borough of 
Brooklyn, and I beg to submit herewith 
memoranda of such changes and altera- 
tions, together with a map upon which 
the lines as laid down by the commission 
are indicated in green and the additions 
jas suggested by our company are indi- 
| cated in red. The reasons for these pro-

ADVISES EASY PIER LEASES. 


Chamber 


of Commerce Committee 
Urges Concessions. 


The lease of the new Chelsea piers, in 
regard to which communications have 
been addressed to the Chamber of Com- 
merce by the International Mercantile 
Marine Company and the Cunard Line, 
was discussed yesterday at the Chamber's 
regular monthly meeting. The proposition 
of the International Mercantile Marine 
Company is to pay the city the rate of 
interest that the city pays on the money 
used in improving that portion of the 
property which is used by, the steamship 
companies, and interest and depreciation 
on all the property that is susceptible to 
depreciation, so that at the end of the 
lease the city will have the entire prop- 
erty. 

The Committee on Harbor and Shipping

“That this chamber urges every suita- 
ble concession by which the leases of 
these piers can be made practicable, and 
calls attention to one item, viz., charging 
the interest on cost of the marginal street 
—which cannot properly be included in 
the leases of the piers, as such property 
is largely for the public use of the city’s 
traffic.”’ 


LOST ‘SAILOR AND FUNNEL. 


Scandinavian Liner Louisiana Had 
Tremendously Rough Voyage. 


The ScandinaviamAmerican liner Louis- 
jana, from Copenhagen, via Philadelphia, 
arrived at Hoboken yesterday morning 
after an eventful voyage. 

The Louisiana took thirty-three days to 
cross the ocean, and when she reached 
Philadelphia, she was badly battered and 
minus her funnel, having sailed 1,500 
miles without a smokestack. 

Capt. Andersen was on the bridge on 
March 5 in the midst of a howling hur- 
ricane, when a giant wave curled over the 
liner, sweeping him into the cabin, break- 
ing three of his ribs and otherwise in- 
juring him. It was in this blow that 
a sailor was washed overboard and lost. 
So terrific was the hurricane that oil in 
great quantities was poured overboard. 

When the liner reached Philadelphia 
the smoke from the boiler rooms was 
carried out through a wooden, asbestos- 
lined contrivance the product of the 
ship's carpenter's ingenuity. A_ sailor 
played water on it constantly to prevent 
it from taking fire.

NO HURRY OVER TAX BILLS. 


Building and Loan Concerns May Be 
Exempted, Gov. Higgins Says. 


ALBANY. April 6.-—It is said here to- 
night upon sufficient authority that it 
will probably be several days before Gov. 
Higgins will pass finally upon the reve- 
nue tax bills passed by the Senate Mon- 
day night and by the Assembly after an 
ali-day session yesterday. Unless signed 
or vetoed within ten days, Sundays ex- 
cepted, the bills would become law with- 
out his signature. 

Gov. Higgins will give a private hear- 
ing on the Mortgage Tax bill to five rep- 
resentatives of the Allied Real Estate In- 
terests of the State of New York on 
Monday afternoon of next week at 
o'clock. The Governor repeated to-day 
that he would give no public. hearing 
either on this bill or the stock transfer 
measure. He said to-night that there 
might be legislation exempting mortgages 
held by building and loan associations 
from the opération of the Mortgage Tax 
bill if the latter should become a law.

WRECKED ON BLOCK ISLAND. 


Two Sailors Drowned and Several Res- 
cued from Stranded Barge. 


BLOCK ISLAND, R. I. April 6.—Two

narrowly escaped with their lives after a

| hatches were being forced up by water 
coming in through the holes in the barge’'s 
bottom. He ordered all the men to the 
afterhouse, where they put on life pre- 
servers and plunged over the side.

WASHINGTON, April 6.—The action of 


the President in making certain appoint- 
ments for which it is claimed there is no 
authority of law is causing considerable 
comment and 1s likely to receive attention 
from the accounting officers of the Treas: 
ury. The last appointment of this kind is 
that of C. E. Grunsky, who was a member 
of the Panama Canal Commission, and 
who has been appointed by the President 
to be engineer of the Irrigation and 
Reclamation Service at a salary of $10,000 
@ year. 

At the last session of Congress an effort 
was made to create an office of this kind, 
but it failed. This, taken in connection 
with similar action by the President since 
the adjournment of Congress, is calculat- 
ed to alarm those who apprehend that a 
conflict with Congress will result. 

The first case of the kind was the ap- 
pointment of a board of architects to con- 
fer with heads of departments regarding 
the proper location of new public build- 
ings, in connection with plans adopted by 
a commission appointed by a committee 
of the Senate several years ago. There 
was no provision of law for the board 
named by the President, which consisted 
of five architects, who were to serve 
without compensation. 

A provision of law was pointed out 
which forbids any appointee to an office 
to serve without compensation, where- 
upon the President issued an order direct- 
ing that members of the board should re- 
ceive #10 per day and expenses from the 
appropriation for the buildings to be 
erected. 

The President was informed by the At- 
torney General, to whom the matter was 
referred, that his action was illegal. This 


caused annulment of the entire action re- 
garding the commission, and the state- 
ment is made that the architects selected 
will consult with the President as individ 
uals and make recommendations regard- 
ing the location of public buildings. 

The Santo Domingo case is another in 
line with those complained of. The Sen- 
ate, it is pointed out, failed to ratj the 
treaty with Santo Domingo permitting 
citizens of the United States to serve as 
collectors of customs for the Island Gov-

All told, they mustered five—two of old 
and three of silver. Abraham Roeser, 
returning to the east side after fifteen 
years, was naturally, proud of them, and | 
did not make any great effort to conceal 
them from the gaze of the curious knot 
of Customs and Immigration Inspectors 
who thronged around him and asked 
questions. 

Abraham said that his father had fought 
for this country in the Indian wars, and

Now, if improvement in the 
methods of manufacture or reduced 
of supplies, the gas company is able 
secure large net earnings and is desirous 
of paying larger dividends, it can only do 
so by reduction in the price of gas to 
the consumer and an increase in rate of 
pay to the employes, the rate of dividend, 
price of gas, and increase of wages all 
aving been determined beforehand and 
agreed to by the municipality and the gas 
company and its employes. 

The method is most clearly and fully 
| described by the gentleman who inaugur- 
fathered the scheme in The 
American Journal of Gas Lighting, pub- 
amen in New York City, and appeared 
two years ago. The whole scheme 
is based on principles of equity for all 
those directly and indirectly concerned, 
and it certainly would seem as if the plan 
could be used to great advantage here.

A. Kreusler entirely wrong as to 
symptoms of meningitis being similar to the | 
disease he suggests in his letter, which is myx- 
oedema in the adult and cretinism in the child. 
The cause of the latter is the absence or atro- 
phy (wasting) of the thyroid gland, or any con- 
dition, as tumor or a destructive inflamma- 
tion, which interferes with its internal secre- 
tion, while meningitis is due to an inflamma- 
tion of the meninges (coverings) of the brain 
and cord and the thyroid gland is not involved. 


The symptoms of meningitis are due to irri- 
tation from pressure of the inflammatory 
products or from toxins absorbed, while in 
myxoedema or cretinism there is mental torpor, 
stunted growth, and characteristic facial ap- 
pearances, but absolutely no paralysis, spasm, 
or muscular rigidity so common in meningitis.

Championship Event Open to the 
World During Horse Fair. 


A series of rough riding competitions by 
cowboys for thé championship of the world 
will be one of the thrilling features of the 
Horse Fair tn Madison Square Garden during 
the week of April 24 to 30. Cowboy rough riding 
is more familiarly called bronco “ busting,’ 
and it is a sport that the cowboys enjoy more 
than any other amusement the plains afford. 
It requires skillful work, quickness in mount- 
ing, and.a fitm hold on the bit to conquer 
some of the fiery little animals that frequent- 
ly give the most intrepid cowbows all they 
can do to bring the little pony into a state of 
submission. 

The horses to be used in this first indoor 
championship contest will be ponies that have 
hitherto refused to be broken. In the par- 
lance of the ranch, they are the “‘ outlaws "’ 
among horses. All, however, are  halter- 
and many of them will stand long 
enough to allow the saddle to be placed ou 
their backs. After that the cowboy has to 
use all the grit that he has acquired from 
the plains, for the instant, the pony feels 
anybody trying to leap into the saddle his 


obstinate, rebellious nature asserts itself, and 
woe be it to the rider if he allows the spite- 
ful little animal to get the mastery. 

_A set of rules has been drawn up especially 
for this series of events, In order to give 
every possible advantage to each phase of 
bronco ‘ busting’’ the champions will be 
determined upon the basis of 100 points.

The “ story '’ was 
read in their presence, which quoted Sug- 
den as saying that Commissioner McAdoo 
was demoralizing the Police Department, 
that McAdoo and Inspector O’Brien were 
both incompetent to hold their positions, 
that the public was being hoodwinked in- 
to believing that they were doing good 
work, and that Commissioner McAdoo was 
not sincere when he said that he told 
the Committee of Nine that he wanted 
the Police Department to be taken out of 
the hands of politicians because he (the 
Commissioner) was “the puppet of poli- 
ticians.”’ 

When Sugden was asked by the Com- 
missioner if he would specifically admit 
or deny having given this interview, the 
Detective Sergeant, on ascertaining that 
anything he might say could be used 
agnrinst him, refused to admit or deny 
anything.

SANITARY CENSUS BEGUN; 
WILL COVER WIDE FIELD! 


Figures May Affect Rapid Transit 
Routes and School Plans. 


FIRST OF ITS KIND IN CITY 


Health Department Expects to Gather 
Accurate Data as to Mortality, 
Disease, and Population. 


The Department of Health yesterday 
began taking its sanitary census of the 
city, by which it expects to learn ac- 
curately birth and death rates, prevalence 
of certain diseases, increase of popula- 
tion in particular districts, and other 
facts of importance. The work it is ex- 
pected will be finished about July 1. An 
appropriation of $35,000 is now available, 
and more money may be provided later. 

Dr. Bersell, the Sanitary Superintend- 
ent, is in charge of the enumeration, 
which will take the place of the usual 
police census. Manhattan, the Bronx, 
and Brookiyn will be visited first, and if 
the appropriation is increased the inquiry 
will then be carried into Queens and 
Richmond Boroughs. 

Fifteen enumerators began gathering 
statistics yesterday. This number will | 
be gradually increased until about 400 
men are employed. All will-be physicians, 
and during their employment they will 
also be Sanitary Inspectors for the depart- 
ment. 

“ The Department of Health,”’ said Dr. 
Bersell yesterday, ‘‘ has never had diffi- 
culty in getting questions answered in 
any inquiry it has undertaken, but the 
press can greatly help this work by eim- 
phasizing its importance and showing the 
public how necessary it is to answer 
questions fully and truthfully. Only in 
this way can we gather the information 
which is so important to the city’s health. 
This census is the first of its kind to be 
undertaken here, 

“The work of estimating the death, 
birth, and disease rates has heretofore 
been necessarily inaccurate.

eral census of 1900. In estimating the 
ratios since 1900 we have had to take the 
differences between the censuses of 1895 
and 1900 and average the increase since 
1900 by the differences shown between 
the earlier enumerations. We hope now 
to arrive at precise figures. 

“In making this census we are aiding 
several other departments, particularly 
the Water Department and the Rapid 
Transit Commission. The former will 
regulate its supply figures to a great ¢x- 
tent on the figures shown by the census, 
and the laying out of various rapid 
transit routes will be influenced by the in- 
creases or decreases of population shown 
by our figures. The Department of Edu- 
cation has also asked us to make records 
of school children, whether they attend 
public or private schools, their ages, and 
the classes they attend. 

‘‘Our enumeration blanks will also show 
the occupations of persons visited, and 
this will enable us to add a very inter- 
esting list of averages to those we al- 


ready publish, showing ~ oath. birth, 
and disease rate —— moans employed 
in various callings. scwet er we have 
oat hopes for the work which will be 
one in a thorough manner by men en- 
tirely competent.” 

The collection of statistics was begun 
yesterday in the residence sections. 


TELLS HOPPER TO ANSWER. 


4 Ahearn’s Action on Renton’s Charges— 


Renton Demands Hearing. 


Borough President Ahearn had a long | 
talk with Superintendent Isaac A. Hop- 
per of the Bureau of Buildings yesterday 
concerning the charges against Mr. Hop- 
per filed by Herbert S. Renton of Brook- 
lyn. Mr. Ahearn gave a copy of the 
charges to Mr, Hopper and requested 
him to make answer at once. Until the 
answer is received Mr. Ahearn will not 
say anything concerning the matter. 


Mr. Renton wrote to Mr. Ahearn again‘ 


yesterday demanding a public hearing on 
his charges. In his letter Mr. Renton 
said: 

“The morning papers report you as 
saying that my charges against Mr. Hop- 
per are not specific enough. One specific 
charge is this: That on March 29 Mr. 
Hopper. proposed to flange makers at 
least one absolutely impossible test, be- 
sides a number that were almost. impos- 
sible, and that the attitude of his subor- 


dinates on that occasion indicated his in- 
tention to exclude all but ‘two favored 
flanges by a process of elimination.
